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More Potash Beds in Texas and New Mexico 


Richest Sample Shows 13.3 Per Cent—Distributed Over Eight Counties 
—Deposits Taken From Fifteen Wells 


Finding of potash in fifteen addi- 
tional wells in Texas and New Mex- 
ico has been reported by Department 
of Interior as the result of searches 
conducted by Geological Survey. This 
brings the total of wells in which 
potash has been found in the two 
States up to fifty. 

Laboratory examinations made by 
the Geological Survey of samples of 
the deposits from these 15 wells 
showed, according to a statement is- 
sued by the department on June 21, 
that one sample contained 13.3 per 
cent of potash and another contained 
12.72 per cent. These were, however, 
the richest among the samples ex- 
amined. 


The full text of the statement is 
as follows: 


Department of Interior, announces 
discovery of potash in 15 additional 
wells, distributed in seven counties 
in the western Texas region and in 
one county in New Mexico. Reagan, 
Pecos, and Upton counties each con- 
tain three of the wells, Crane County 
two, and Loving, Midland, and Ward 
counties, in Texas, and Eddy County, 
in New Mexico, one each. There are 
now 48 wells in 17 counties of Tex- 
as and two wells in one county in 
New Mexico, or a total of 50 wells 
in 18 gdounties in the two States 
named that have furnished potash 
data available at the Geological Sur- 
vey. 

Laboratory examinations of cut- 
tings from these 15 new wells include 
qualitative tests of 710 samples and 
quantitative determinations of 217 
samples. Of the last named samples 
117 yielded more than 1.5 per cent of 
potash, and 11 yielded more than 5 
per cent. Percentages of potash giv- 
en below are those in the samples as 
received at the laboratory of the sur- 
vey. Percentages of potash in the 
soluble salts are usually somewhat 
higher, 


The richest sample, which containeé 
13.6 per cent of potash, equivalent ta 
21.13 per cent of the soluble salts, 
was taken at a depth of 1,515 feet in 
the Gulf Production Co., Campbell 
State well, Reagan County. Another 
sample, containing 12.72 per cent of 
potash, was taken somewhere in the 
interval 1,060 to 1,155 feet in the 
Mary Baker No. 1 well, Uptor 
County.

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MAGNESITE HEARING 

J. A. Bernhard, vice presfent of 
Sierra Magnesite Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., and P. E. Schundler, 
representing Walter Malty Co., of 
Jersey City, N. J., and Joliet, Il. 
testified in favor of a 50 per cent 
increase in duties on imported mag- 
nesite before the United States Tar- 
iff Commission. 

30th Mr. Bernhard and Mr. 
Schundler declared the cost of pro- 
ducing magnesite is gradually in- 
creasing each year. They added 
that although domestic consumption 
has declined, importations of mag- 
nesite have increased. 

Walter Gordon Merritt. spokes 
man for Henry A. Goldwynne. New 
York; Innis Speiden Co. New 
York: Anglo-Greek Magnesite Co., 
London, and Magnesite Svndicate, 
Ltd., respondent importers challeng- 
ed the production cost figures of the 
witnesses. He developed from Mr. 
Schundler that some of the cost 
data had been procured from abroad 
from a representative of Department 
of Commerce. 

George Hamilton and W. J. 
Thorn, both identified with the Am- 
erican offices, in Philadelphia and 
New York, of Innis Speiden, Ltd., 
London, also testified in opposition 
to an increase on magnesite rates. 

Mr. Hamilton said his company 
was selling magnesite in this coun- 
try at an average price of $50 a 
net ton, although it cost the com- 
pany $52.50 a net tor, including 
overhead and selling expenses. 

Chairman Marvin said that evi- 
dence would be given careful con- 
sideration and then asked both sides 
to present their briefs and other in- 
formation to fill certain gaps in the 
record on or before July 19. 1926.

A further strengthening of the 
chinawood oil market both on spot 
and on the coast featured the ac- 
tivity in the oil market this week. 
Factors. here state that the con- 
suming demand in this market is 
not large but that sizeable parcels 
are passing hands amongst. the 
dealers at firmer figures.

Rosins—Have eased off a bit on 
spot as was expected with buyers 
coming into the market more freely 
again on the decline.

Butterworth-Judson Creditors to Get 10% 


Decision Gives Government Priority Over All Other Creditors in 
Bankruptcy Proceedings—$130,000 Left to Pay Claims of $1,200,000 





Creditors of the Butterworth-Jud- 
son Corp., which went into equity re- 
ceivership in 1922, will receive ap- 
proximately 10 per cent upon claims 
filed against the estate of about 
$1,200,000, as a result of a decree 
signed by Judge Augustus N. Hand 
in U. S. District Court, awarding the 
Government $744,064 in full payment 
of contractual claims asserted against 
the company and the equity receiver, 
and $75,000 for taxes due United 
States. The estimate of 10 per cent 
on general claims was made at the 
office of Rushmore, Bisbee & Stern, 
attorneys for Thomas G. Haight, the 
equity receiver. It was figured that 
payment to the Government will 
leave about $130,000 to pay general 
merchandise claims of about 
$1,200,000. 

Entry of the decree had been ac- 
quiesced in by merchandise creditors’ 
committee, composed of Harold J. 
Reig, Edwin M. Allen, W. A. Mar- 
shall and E. V. O’Daniel, and its at- 
torneys, Whitman, Ottinger, Ransom, 
Coulson & Goetz, under an agreement 
entered into recently with all parties 
to the Government suit. 

The decree was entered in accord- 
ance with the decisions of Supreme 
Court of U. S. holding that the Gov- 
ernment is entitled to priority over 
general creditors in equity receiver- 
ship proceedings. 

Corn Products’ Refining Co. has 
declared an extra dividend of 25c 
per share on the’ ¢ommon stock 
addition to a regular. dividend of 
50¢ per share. both payable July 20 
to stockholders of record July 2.

Representative Almon, (Dem.), of 
Tuscumbia, Alabama, in a speech
